FLAGGED A TRAIN. 


Job Was Put Up by a Nineteen- 
Year -Old Boy. 


W AS A F T E R A REW ARD. 


Filed Missour i Pacific Switch, Took 
Down the iiiir tit at d Slopped 
tfie Fast Mail Tr ain. 


In the hope of obtaining a r e­ 
war d or secur ing a situation, W m. 
Bar nett, a i9 year -old boy 
whose 
home is at Independence, M o., at­ 
tempted to put up a job on the Mis­ 
sour i Pacific R ailw ay Co., but he 
fell down most 
ignomiciously, as 
was lear ned at the office of Supt. 
W . J. McKee her e yester day. 
On the night of Januar y i Mis­ 
sour i Pacific fast mail tr ain No. 8, 
in char ge of Conductor Denny 
O ’Br ien, with W m ,D imer on at the 
thr ottle of engine 
No. iio a , was 
appr oaching Elm Par k 
fr om K an ­ 
sas C ity when it was flagged and 
came to a stop. 
Simultaneously 
W m . 
Bar nett 
sought Conductor 
O ’ Br ien 
and 
infor med him that he had over 
hear d a conver sation between two 
men who had br oken a switch and 
wer e laying in wait to hold up and 
r ob the tr ain, and in pr oof of his 
statement he exhibited a hole in 
his coat which he said had been 
caused by a bullet fir ed at him by 
one of the would-be r obber s when 
he was in the act of r emoving the 
r ed light fr om the place wher e it 
had been secr eted by the bandits. 
Bar nett’s stor y was cr edited for 
the time being, and on ar r ival her e 
Conductor O ’Br ien made a r epor t 
of the incident to Supt. M cKee, 
who sent a secr et ser vice oper ator 
to Elm Par k to investigate the 
case. 
A r r iving at the scene, the de­ 
tective began his wor k, and soon 
came to the conclusion that the at­ 
tempted holdup was all a myth, 
and had or iginated in the br ain 
of the young man who flagged the 
tr ain. 
Y ou n g Bar nett was put in the 
sweat-box, as it wer e, and finally 
weakened, 
signing a confession 
that he had manufactur ed the stor y 
out of whole cloth, his object be­ 
ing, he said, to obtain a r ewar d or 
secur e employment fr om the M is­ 
sour i Pacific. 
He admitted that he had filed the 
switch, thus 
per mitting him 
to 
thr ow it, and leading to the belief 
that bandits had tamper ed with it 
pr eliminar y to stopping the tr ain 
and r obbing the expr ess messenger . 
This done, he himself fir ed a 
bullet thr ough his coat, then took 
down the r ed light fr om ths switch 
and when N o. 8 came along he 
flagged and stopped the tr ain, after 
which he hor r ified the cr ew 
by 
nar r ating 
to 
them their alleged 
escape at the hands of “ 
bad men” 
fr om the Cr acker N eck neighbor ­ 
hood. 
The 
confession obtained, 
the 
secr et ser vice oper ator for the Mis­ 
sour i Pacific depar ted fr om Inde^ 


pendence and r epor ted the facts in 
the case to Supt. M cKee, at whose 
office it was stated yester day that 
ther e would be no pr osecution of 
young Bar nett by the r ailr oad com­ 
pany, but it was not known what 
the author ities of Jackson county 
pr oposed doing in the pr emises. 


Bar nett that night was to the effect 
that he saw two men br eak the 
lock on the switch. 
He is the son 
of a section tor eman and familiar 
with what the tur ning of a switch 
means to a passenger tr ain speed­ 
ing along the dar kness loaded with 
pr ecious human fr eight. 
“ 
I knew that I must save the 
tr ain,” 
said Bar nett 
He then told 
how he stole quickly up to wher e 
one of the r obber s had left a r ed 
lanter n. 
He secur ed the lanter n 
and r an away with it, but was dis­ 
cover ed by the r obbecs, who fir ed 
shots at him. 
Bar nett exhibited a 
bullet hole thr ough his coat as evi­ 
dence of the fact that he had been 
under fir e; but ther e was a lack of 
the customar y spontaneous r ewar d 
of the br ave young boy who had 
flagged the tr ain and saved the 
lives and the pur ses of those on 
boar d. 
The tr ainmen wer e 
in a 
hur r y to r esume their jour ney. 
A n d so 
the 
her o 
went 
unr e­ 
war ded. 
But he had hopes. 
He 
r epeated his stor y in Independence. 
Finally he told it to 
Detective 
Stone, of the Missour i Pacific r ail­ 
r oad, who had been detailed to in­ 
vestigate Bar nett’s stor y of an at­ 
tempted tr ain 
r obber y, and how 
Bar nett 
had snatched 
the tr ain 
fr om a ser ious wr eck. 
Stone was 
skeptical and found flaws in Bar ­ 
nett’s stor y. 
Bar nett had 
to r e­ 
peat it two or thr ee times and each 
time the stor y r anged fur ther fr om 
pr obable conditions and the facts 
as Stone had found them. 
Finally 
the net closed about Bar nett and 
yester day, 
upon 
being 
char ged 
with br eaking the lock and tur n­ 
ing the switch himself so that he 
might flag the tr ain and secur e a 
r ewar d 
fr om 
the 
company, 
the 
boy 
confessed 
that 
he 
alone 
had 
car r ied 
out 
the 
plot. 
He br oke the lopk to the 
switch and tur ned it. 
Then with 
a lanter n which he had taken to 
the place for the pur pose,he flagged 
the tr ain. 
Then he told the con­ 
ductor and passenger s the stor y of 
over hear ing the r obber s and ex­ 
hibited what he said was a bullet 
hole in his coat 
and 
the 
tur ned 
switch as evidence 
that he 
had 
over hear d and fr ustr ated a plot to 
wr eck and r ob the passenger tr ain 
The tr ain 
which young 
Bar nett 
stopped is the Little Rock 
and 
Wichita expr ess, leaving the union 
depot at lo o’clock at night. 
The 
tr ain r eached Elm Par k that night 
at lo :45 o’clock, 
Bar nett was r e­ 
leased.
